Also at the December Board meeting the 
Genetic Recovery (GR) program was re- 
viewed. Effective immediately, the actual 
breeder of a Genetic Recovery animal must 
be listed on the registration form regardless 
of who Is registering the animal. No trans- 
fer fees will be charged to the first regis- 
tered owner of that animal if they had pur- 
chased the animal prior to registration. In 
addition, when a GR animal is purchased 
unregistered, the buyer may only use their 
prefix on that specific animal, not on previ- 
ous generations that may be registered in 
the GR program. 

It is time once again to make an annual 
investment in the value of your registered 
Guernseys. The Total Performance Evalu- 
ation (TPE) program is an all-encompass- 
ing program that saves you money on many 
AGA services as well as providing programs 
Appraisal is 
the main component of TPE as it covers the 
appraisal of every first, second and third lac- 
tation animal in the herd. Having your herd 
appraised can raise the value of future mer-

chandisable animals significantly by taking 
a cow family from a great one that you know 
all about to a great one that everyone knows 
about. This can also be achieved through 
the production and PTA listings in the 
Guernsey Breeders Journal and through the 
National Awards that only cows and herds 
enrolled in TPE are eligible for. TPE herds 
also qualify for significant discounts on reg- 
istrations, a minimum of $5.00 per registra- 
tion. The most complete information on 
Guernsey sires is the Sire Summary, pub- 
lished twice per year, and the bi-annual sire 
update. This is sent to all TPE herd owners 
immediately following each USDA genetic 
evaluation release. One can easily see that 
participation in the TPE program entitles 
Guernsey owners to a variety of advantages 
that allow them to make better decisions re- 
garding their herd, save money and to make 
money by adding value to their cattle. Call 
the AGA for more information about the 
TPE program if you haven't signed up al- 
ready.

the Whalens, of Millbrook, New York, made 
their debut into the Guernsey business a few 
years ago. 

In 1997, Dick and Judy purchased their 
first Guernsey, ESJ Joey Tessie, at the Spring 
Carousel Sale in Syracuse, New York. Since 
then, they have purchased many modern, 
quality-pedigreed Guernseys. “We had been 
involved with Holsteins all our lives. We just 
wanted to see what any other breed would 
be like.” Dick explains. “Attebroc Guernsey 
Farm used to be our neighbor, and I liked 
the Guernseys there, so we decided to try 
them.” 

Since then, the Whalens have not only 
given Guernseys a “try”, they have become 


true ambassadors of the breed. 


Coming out on top 

The Whalens currently own around 20 
Guernseys. Most of the milking cows are 
housed at Sunny Day Farm in Chester, South 
Carolina. It was a stroke of luck for them to 
find Herby D. Lutz, the owner of Sunny Day 
Farm. In addition to caring for the milking 
herd, he is also conducting a flush program 
for them. The Whalens have greatly appre- 
ciated Herby’s interest and help.

This was es- 
pecially exciting for the family since it was 
their first bred and owned Guernsey to be 
nominated for All-American. 

The Whalens’ success far outweighs any 
disappointments they may have come across. 
They got into showing heavily from the be- 
ginning with a great deal of success. “The 
disappointments were with health related 
problems with specific animals. However, 
these are not breed related,” Dick explained. 
“Perhaps the biggest disappointment is with 
the very low percentage of heifer calves; both 
natural and ET births. We can’t build our 
numbers of animals fast enough.” 


Stewards of the breed 

Dick and Judy seem to have a natural way 
of making people come together, as their 
farm name “Friendship Farm” depicts. They 
are always in the hubub at shows, sales and 
other dairy events. They are proud to be in- 
volved with Guernseys, and they want all of 
their friends to know why. 

The Whalens want other dairy producers 
to throw away the misconceptions they may 
have of Guernseys. “Some may think of the 
Guernsey cow as frail, weak and non-com-

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petitive, and that,” according to Dick, “is defi- 


nitely not true”. 

Dick has many ideas of how to promote 
the breed to those that are “misinformed”. 
“We advertise in the Journal and show ex- 
tensively as a means of promoting our ani- 
mals,” he explained. “There are thoughts 
about promoting the milk, but I think this is 
easier said than done. We feel that if there 
are existing 100 percent Guernsey farms that 
market milk, these places should be encour- 
aged to expand or act as a promotion for oth- 
ers to start with the assistance of the asso- 
ciation or Golden Guernsey staff.” 

Another suggestion that Dick has for pro- 
moting Guernseys is aimed at promoting 
them to owners of other dairy breeds. He 
thinks that breeders may want to think about 
the “Try A Guernsey” approach. Dick ex- 
plains this as, “If you have a neighbor, ask 
him to take a Guernsey for a year and try her 
in his setup. Keep records on her perfor 
mance and show interest in her. Chances are, 
she will be accepted and loved by that farmer 
and perhaps open the door for future sales.” 

The Whalens sell young calves to 4-Hers 
and others who find the competition costs 
in other breeds too high. Their philosophy 
is that once a youngster works with Guern- 
seys, he or she will fall in love with them.

Pictured 
from left to right are: Jenni Somers, Katie Somers, Lois 
Whitcomb, Carrie Whitcomb, Holly Whitcomb and Meghan 


he Whitcombs of Waldo, Maine, didn’t 


have to live on a deserted island for 


months or forage in the Outback to be 
called survivors. Colby and Lois have stayed 


in the dairy business for 50 years. On top of 


that, they have stayed with the colored dairy 
breeds for all 50 of those years and made them 
profitable. 

The area where their farm, Springdale 
Farm, is located contains mostly black and 
white cows. This has posed a problem and a 
solution. The Guernseys are a minority in 


the area, but the milk 
is readily accepted by 
Maine dairy process- 
ing plants. 

They milk 
about 25 registered 
Guernseys and about 
175 registered Jerseys 
in a free stall setup 
with a double-eight 
milking parlor. They 
feed a TMR and in the 
summer, rotate pas- 
tures daily for the 
milking string. 

Colby and 
Lois are still both quite involved with the 
dairy. Their son, Walter, along with three 
full-time employees and two high school- 
aged boys do most of the milking, harvest- 
ing, feeding and cleaning. Lois raises the 
calves. Nancy Quimby, one of their daugh- 
ters, keeps the books for the farm. Ann 
Somers, their other daughter, is somewhat 
involved in the farm but has her own Guern- 
seys to work with. 

The Whitcombs have just completed an 
expansion program, installed a new manure

management system and added a hoop barn 
to raise the calves and some of the heifers. 
“The market for Jerseys as well as Guern- 
seys is so good with this milk pricing, that 
the sale of our stock is a big part of our in- 
come,” said Lois. 

They market their cattle locally and na- 
tionwide, but showing is the main way they 
promote their Guernseys. All the animals in 
the show string, Wabanaki Guernseys, are 
homebred. “Last year at Bangor State Fair, 
the granddaughters had grand champion, re- 
serve champion and junior champion,” said 
Lois. “When picking bulls, we look for type 
as well as production.” 

The farm’s milk is sold to Oakhurst Dairy. 
The only dairy cheese plant in Maine also 
uses their milk. Oakhurst uses the milk in 
an ice cream mix that is sold all over Maine. 

The Whitcombs consider dairying a chal- 
lenge but still find it a great lifestyle in which 
to raise a family. The herd has been on DHI 
and TPE for many years. They belong to the 
Maine Guernsey Association and have 
served as vice-president and president for 
several years. Even though farming has 
changed a lot, the Whitcombs have tried to 
change with the industry.

Paul Fleming talks with Charity and Mark Savage at Oakwood Dairy in Aurelius.

Oh, Those Glory Days features breeders who 
reminisce about their Guernsey memories, 
their involvement and the changes they have 


seen over the years.

Paul Fleming was raised in New York and 
graduated from high school in Hammond in 
1940. He immediately went to work for 
McDonald Guernsey Farms in Cortland, 
New York, on the recommendation of Steve 
Pendergast, agricultural agent in St. 
Lawrence County and B.J. Rogers, 4-H agent 
in St. Lawrence County. He started driving 
a team of Belgian horses and milking a herd 
of Guernsey cows. Most of the work was 
done by horses. They had no milking ma- 
chines at that time. K.C. Sly was manager. 
Henry Thomas was the herdsman and Harold 
Bell was assistant herdsman. Paul was milk- 
ing test cows three times a day by hand. Af- 
ter Harold Bell was killed by lightning, Paul 
was promoted to assistant herdsman and 
helped fit the show herd and animals going 
into different sales. It was at this point that I 
first met Paul Fleming. 

At the time, I was chairman of the Dairy 
Commodity Committee of a neighboring 
county. Every summer we used to have a one 
day dairy tour to a prominent herd. I had 
heard of the great job that K.C. and Henry 


were doing at McDonald Farms so I arranged 
to have the tour go there. When we arrived, 
I went to the office and was disappointed to 
learn that both K.C. and Henry were away 
that day and that the assistant herdsman, Paul 
Fleming, would show us around. Paul con- 
ducted a tour of the farm and cattle. When 
he finished, I was no longer disappointed as 
he did as good a job as either K.C. or Henry 
could have done. From that time on, Paul 
and I have been best of friends. Paul had the 
opportunity to work with two of the best 
cowmen I have ever known. He worked there 
15 years and has handled many of the great- 
est animals that were ever in the Guernsey 
breed. It was a great education for Paul and 
he was a very apt student. 

In 1945, he married Margaret Riley and 
the union produced three children, Buddy, 
Sharon and Kevin. They, in turn, are all very 
good cow people. 

After 10 more years at McDonald Farms, 
Paul went to work as manager of L.S. 
Riford’s Greystone Farms at Auburn, New 
York. While there, he had the opportunity to 
show several All-American animals, includ- 
ing Caumsett Tore, All-American 2- Year-Old 
Bull in 1956 and All-American Aged Bull 
in 1957. 

In the fall of 1956, Paul made over a box 
car to ship cattle from Cayuga (near Auburn) 
to the National Dairy Cattle Show in Water- 
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loo, lowa, and the International Show in Chi- 
cago. In that group, Caumsett Tore was the 
All-American 2-Year-Old and Earl Out- 
house, a junior member, had the All-Ameri- 
can Senior Calf. The New York State herd 
placed first at both shows, as did the junior 
New York State herd. 

In 1961, Paul went to manage the High 
Meadow Farm in LaFayette owned by Henry 
Venier. While there, he had the opportunity 
to work with more of the greatest cows in 
the breed. In 1964, Henry Thomas was ad- 
visor for Sayre Guernsey Farm at Phelps, 
New York, and advised Sayre McCleod to 
hire Paul to manage the farm. In 1967 the 
Sayre herd was dispersed and Paul estab- 
lished his own herd in 1969 and moved it to 
Crocker Farm in Cortland owned by 
McDonald Farms. 

At about this time I had the privilege or 
recommending Paul as a member of the 
American Guernsey Cattle Club as a lifetime 
member. 

In the spring of 1974 Bushy Park Farm, 
Wake, Virginia, bought Paul’s herd and hired 
Paul as their manager. He was there until 
1976 when he returned to Greystone Farms 
in Auburn. 

I believe it was in the early 1960s that Paul 
worked as a milk tester in our area. While 
testing herds in the area, he found time to 
trim feet afternoons. He also was a sales- 
man for a prominent feed company. 

Paul was a fierce competitor in the show 
ring. I know, because I have competed with 
him at several shows. 

Paul is a past president of the New York 
State Guernsey Breeders Co-Op and at 
present is treasurer of the organization. Paul 
has been one of the greatest promoters of 
the Guernsey breed that I have ever known. 
He started young and still maintains an ac- 
tive interest in the Guernsey breed. He has 
seen all aspects of the Guernsey business, 
from milking, fitting, showing, sales, etc. He 
has judged many of the good Guernsey 
shows throughout the years. I feel very privi- 
leged to have been his friend for such a long 
time. 

Presently Paul is in semi-retirement. He 
works a full time shift at the largest store in 
Auburn. For the past 18 years he has been 
director of the Dairy Committee of the Ca- 
yuga County Fair. He also finds time to do 
cattle trucking for his many friends. Paul just 
can’t slow down. I wish I had his strength 
and ambition. 


Editors Note: Last July, Paul Fleming was 
honored by the Cayuga County Fair board 
of directors for his 18 years as superinten- 
dent of dairy cattle, from 1980 until 1998.

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1e first show season of the new millennium ush- 

ered in another year of quality animals paraded 

through show rings across the United States. 
With registrations up, and growing interest in the 
Guernsey cow continuing, these shows served as a 
means for Guernsey breeders to showcase their ani- 
mals to Guernsey enthusiasts and other people in the 
dairy industry. 

With the end of the show season comes this year’s 
All-American contest, which highlights some of the 
best Guernsey cattle shown this year. A total of 141 
entries were received for the contest. The nominating 
committee who had the opportunity to view the en- 
tries consisted of this year’s four national show judges: 
Larry Schirm, Columbus, Ohio, NGS-Sacramento; 
Lee Kohler, Baltimore, Ohio, NGS-Harrisburg; Blaine 
Crosser, Marysville, Ohio, NGS-Madison; and Mike 
Lancaster, Lynden, Washington, NGS-Louisville. 


The Owners 

The 91 nominees in this year’s contest came from 
17 states and Ontario, Canada. Again, Wisconsin 
topped the list for the most All-American nominees 
from a single state with 18. Pennsylvania came in sec- 
ond with a total of 15 nominees, and Ontario, Canada 
rounded out the top three with 10 nominees. 
(See Table 1) 


For the fifth consecutive year, Four Winds Farm of 


Hartland, Wisconsin, had the most nominations with 
a total of 11. Hollow View Farm of Quarryville, Penn- 
sylvania; Terry Beckett of Sunderland, Ontario, 
Canada; and Campbell’s Guernsey Farm of Strafford, 
Missouri, all tied for second with four nominations 
each.

his month I would like to mention 
two bulls that are adding a large num 
ber of second crop daughters. Spring 


Walk Karis Trumpet spent many months in 
the top 10 on the Active A.I. list prior to 


being removed due to a limited amount of 


semen. There are many “Trumpet” daugh- 
ters now calving around the country. When 
speaking to breeders about their “Trumpet” 
daughters, there is one common response 
and that is the daughters are really milking 
well. A majority of the daughters that I have 
classified have scored in the high Desirable 
to low Very Good range as 2-year-olds. The 
daughters have extreme dairyness and they 
combine this with adequate strength, two 
traits that oftentimes counteract each other. 
There are some daughters that have plenty 
of udder for 2-year-olds and they need a 
stronger udder cleft. However, I feel that 
for the most part breeders have been pleased 
with how their “Trumpet” daughters are per- 
forming as 2-year-olds. 

Another bull that has been adding a sig- 
nificant number of second crop daughters 
is Jimco Pansys Fancy-ET. “Fancy” is prob- 
ably best known as the sire of Oakland 
Fancys Logan and Toolite Halleys F Holly, 
two heifers that dominated the show ring in

1998 and 1999. However, there are many 
more than just these two daughters. There 
are “Fancy” daughters all across the coun- 
try, and they have high, wide rear udders.
